BAGHDAD I Iraqi police dragged a body from 
the Euphrates River on Wednesday and said 
it was one of three American soldiers abduct- 
ed in an ambush claimed by al- Qaeda. The 
U.S. military has yet to identify the victim 
and pressed ahead with its search through 
sweltering flatlands south of Baghdad. 

According to a U.S. military official, a sec- 
ond body was found in the area near where 
the first body was discovered. The official, 
who requested anonymity because the infor- 
mation has not yet been released, said there 


was no indication yet whether the body was 
another of the three missing soldiers. 

American forces also disclosed the deaths of 
nine more Marines and soldiers, raising to 20 
the number of U.S. troops killed in four days. 

In the search for three U.S. soldiers 
ambushed and captured May 12, thousands 
of U.S. and Iraqi forces have trudged in tem- 
peratures above 110 degrees through des- 
ert and lush farmland. Four other troopers 


and an Iraqi were killed in 
the ambush, subsequently 
claimed by al- Qaeda. 

Maj. Gen. William 
Caldwell, the chief U.S. 
military spokesman in 
Iraq, told reporters that 
U.S. authorities took cus- 
tody of the body found 
Wednesday. ‘We have received the body and we 
will work diligently to determine if he is in fact

WASHINGTON | A former Justice 
Department official at the center 
of the uproar over prosecutor firings 
told House investigators Wednes- 
day that Attorney General Alberto 
Gonzales tried to review his story 
of the dismissals with her at a time 
when lawmakers were homing in 
on conflicting accounts. 

“It made me a little uncomfort- 
able,” Monica Goodling, Gonzales’ 
former White House liaison, said of 
her conversation with the attorney 
general. “I just did not know if it 
was appropriate for us to both be 
discussing our recollections of what 
had happened.” 

In a daylong appearance before 
the Democrat-led House Judiciary 
Committee, Goodling, also acknowl- 
edged crossing a legal line herself 
by considering the party affiliations 
of candidates for career prosecutor 
jobs — a violation of law. 


And she said that Gonzales’ No. 
2, Deputy Attorney General Paul 
McNulty, knew more than he let 
on when he misled Congress about 
how extensively the White House 


was involved in prosecutor fir- 
ings. McNulty strongly denied it.

Senate Slashes Guest Worker Visas 


WASHINGTON | The Senate voted 
Wednesday to slash the number 
of foreign workers who could come 
to the U.S. on temporary visas as 
part of a broad bipartisan immi- 
gration bill. 

A new guest worker program 
would be capped at 200,000 a year 
under the proposal, which passed 


74-24 over strong opposition by the 
Bush administration. 

The temporary worker plan 
would bring in laborers to stay for 
up to three two-year stints, provid- 
ed they left the United States for a 
year between each stay. A Demo- 
cratic attempt to strip the program

Bush: Al 

President says 9/11 
was a ‘down payment’ 
on violence to come 

NEW LONDON, CONN. I President 
Bush portrayed the Iraq war as 
a battle between the U.S. and al- 
Qaeda on Wednesday and shared 
nuggets of intelligence to contend 
Osama bin Laden was setting up a 
terrorist cell in Iraq to strike tar- 
gets in America. 

Bush, who faces a public weary 
of war and is at odds with Dem- 
ocrats in Congress over funding 
troops, said that while the Sept. 11 
attacks occurred in 2001, Ameri- 
cans still face a major threat from 
terrorists. 

“In the minds of al- Qaeda lead- 
ers, 9/11 was just a down payment 
on violence yet to come,” Bush said 
during a commencement speech 
at the U.S. Coast Guard Academy. 
“It is tempting to believe that the 
calm here at home after 9/11 means 
that the danger to our country has 
passed.” 


“Here in America, we are living 
in the eye of a storm,” he said. “All 
around us, dangerous winds are 
swirling and these winds could 
reach our shores at any moment.” 

Bush said intelligence showed 


that in January 2005, bin Laden 
tasked Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, his 
senior operative in Iraq, to orga- 
nize a terrorist cell and use Iraq as 
a staging ground for attacking the 
United States. 


SECURITY MATTERS 

Frances Fragos Townsend, 
the White House homeland 
security adviser, said new details 
abouttheal-Qaeda plots were 
declassified becausethe intelli- 
gence community had tracked all 
leadsfromthe information, and 
the players were either dead or in 
U.S. custody. 

Democrats and other critics 
have accused President Bush of 
selectively declassifying intelli- 
gence to justify the U.S. -led inva- 
sion. 


Bush also said that in the spring 
of 2005, bin Laden also instructed 
Hamza Rabia, a senior operative, 
to brief al-Zarqawi on an al- Qaeda 
plan to attack sites outside Iraq. 

“Victory in Iraq is important for 
Osama bin Laden, and victory in 
Iraq is vital for the United States 
of America,” Bush told the graduat- 
ing class, seated in a stadium under 
bright sunshine along the Thames 
River, (ap)

WASHINGTON | The House, eager to 
do something about record-high 
gasoline prices in advance of the 
Memorial Day weekend, voted nar- 
rowly Wednesday to approve stiff 
penalties for those found guilty of 
gasoline price gouging. 

The bill directs the Federal Trade 
Commission and Justice Depart- 
ment to go after oil companies, 
traders or retail operators if they 
take “unfair advantage” or charge 
“unconscionably excessive” prices 
for gasoline and other fuels. 

The White House called the 
measure a form of price control 
that could result in fuel shortag- 
es. It said President Bush would 


be urged to veto the legislation 
should it pass Congress. 

The bill needed the approval of 
two -thirds of the members of the 
House because the leadership con- 
sidered it under an expedited leg- 
islative process. Thus, the 284-141 
vote was only one over the thresh- 
old for passage. A similar mea- 
sure is under consideration in the 
Senate. 

The bill would, for the first time, 
create a federal law making ener- 
gy price gouging illegal. It would 
cover not only gasoline, but also 
other fuels such as natural gas 
and heating oil. 

The bill calls for penalties of 
up to $150 million for companies 
and up to $2 million and 10 years’ 
imprisonment for individuals found 
to be engaged in price gouging.

U.N. watchdog says its 
knowledge of Tehran’s 
nuke plans is lessening 

VIENNA, AUSTRIA I The UN. nuclear 
monitor reported notable advances 
in Iran’s uranium enrichment pro- 
gram Wednesday while warning for 
the first time that its knowledge of 
the country’s nuclear activities was 
shrinking. 

The International Atomic Ener- 
gy Agency’s findings, while not sur- 
prising, set the stage for possible 
new UN. sanctions — the third set 
of penalties since December. 

The report by IAEA chief Moh- 


amed ElBaradei expressed the agen- 
cy’s concern about its “deteriorat- 
ing” understanding of unexplored 
aspects of Iran’s program. 

That finding reflected frus- 
tration with 
the results of a 
four-year IAEA 
investigation 
opened after 
revelations that 
Iran for nearly 
two decades had 
been clandestine- 
ly developing enrichment and other 
nuclear activities that could be used 
to make weapons. 

A senior U.N. diplomat, who 


spoke on condition of anonym- 
ity, suggested the shrinking hole 
left for inspections by Iran’s roll- 
back of previous monitoring agree- 
ments was potentially as worrying 
as its refusal to suspend uranium 
enrichment. 

In a show of American military 
strength, ships carrying 17,000 sail- 
ors and Marines moved into the Per- 
sian Gulf on Wednesday, just days 
before U.S.-Iran talks on Iraq. 

The war games — which culmi- 
nate in an amphibious landing exer- 
cise in nearby Kuwait — appeared 
to be a clear warning to Iran ahead 
of the talks and possible U.N sanc- 
tions.

GAZA CITY, GAZA STRIP I Moder- 
ate Palestinian President Mah- 
moud Abbas and Prime Minister 
Ismail Haniyeh of Hamas made a 
new push Wednesday to restore a 
cease-fire with Israel that had col- 
lapsed under a barrage of Hamas 
rocket fire.

Nigeria’s Oil Fails 
To Break Poverty 


Emboldened militaney 
frustrated by handling 
of region’s resources 

KOROKORO, NIGERIA I Young boys 
scamper along weed- entangled 
pipes, transforming a flow station 
marked “Not In Use” into a jungle 
gym in the heart of Nigeria’s law- 
less oil region. Nearby wells rust 
amid the palm trees and gas-flar- 
ing chimneys have gone cold. 

Welcome to Ogoniland, 500 
square miles of oil-rich land where 
villagers ousted oil companies in 
the 1990s. Amid rising militancy in 
the region, tiny Ogoniland offers a 
glimpse of the oil industry’s worst- 
case scenario: an absolute shutdown 
of production across the wider Niger 
Delta, where strife has already cut 
production by a quarter. 

Ridding themselves of the oil 
companies has brought relative 
peace to Ogoniland, as there are 
no oil company payments to fight 
over, but not prosperity. 

When oil first began flowing 
from Nigeria in 1958, the country 
had a growing industrial base, farms 
that produced vast crops and some 
of the best universities in Africa. 

Now, after years of disastrous- 


ly corrupt military and civilian 
regimes, Nigeria has seen its human 
and natural bounties squandered. 
Most of its 140 million people have 
grown poorer each year. Few Nige- 
rians enjoy electricity or running 
water. 

Nowhere is the decay more piti- 
fully on display than in the Niger 
Delta, where all the West African 
nation’s crude is located. Hundreds 
of billions of dollars of oil have been 
drilled, but few villages have even 
basic schools or health clinics. 

Delta residents say militancy 
began blossoming during elec- 
tions in 2003, when rival politi- 
cians armed young men and set 
them against their rivals or used 
them to rig votes. 

Ogoniland is at least free of the 
pipeline bombings, oil worker kid- 
nappings and occasional firefights 
that are the main tactics of the mil- 
itants elsewhere in the Delta who 
claim to be fighting for a greater 
share of oil wealth. It also is spared 
the pollution of oil flares. 

“At least we have our freedom,” 
says Kelvin Agbam, a community 
development leader in the Niger 
Delta. “But that means freedom 
for everyone — even the militants.”

Militants in refugee 
camp told to give up 
or face new onslaught 

NAHR EL-BARED REFUGEE CAMP, LEB- 
ANON I Lebanon’s defense minister 
issued an ultimatum Wednesday to 
Islamic militants barricaded in this 
Palestinian refugee camp to surren- 
der or face a military onslaught. 

Fighters from the al- Qaeda- 
inspired Fatah Islam militant 
group vowed not to give up and to 
fight any Lebanese assault. 

Storming the Nahr el-Bared 
camp — a densely built-up town 
of narrow streets on the Mediter- 
ranean coast — could mean rough 
urban fighting for Lebanese troops 
and further death and destruction 
for the thousands of civilians who 
remain inside. 


It could also have grave reper- 
cussions elsewhere across troubled 
Lebanon, sparking unrest among 


the country’s estimated 400,000 
Palestinian refugees. Already some 
of the other refugee camps in Leb- 


anon, which are rife with armed 
groups, are seething with anger 
over the fighting. 

But the military appeared deter- 
mined to uproot Fatah Islam after 
three days of heavy bombardment 
of the camp, sparked by an attack 
by the militants on Lebanese troops 
Sunday following a raid on its fight- 
ers in the nearby city of Tripoli 

“Preparations are seriously under 
way to end the matter,” Defense 
Minister Elias Murr told Al-Ara- 
biya television. 

About half of Nahr el-Bared’s 
31,000 residents have fled since a 
halt in the fighting Tuesday night, 
some clutching plastic bags full 
of clothes. But thousands remain 
behind, either too ill to travel or 
unwilling to abandon their homes, 
and are now in danger of being 
caught in the crossfire, (ap) 


Britain Pushing 
On With Russia 
Extradition Bid 

LONDON I Britain said Wednesday 
it was pushing forward with an 
extradition request for an ex- KGB 
bodyguard sought in the poisoning 
death of a former comrade, despite 
Moscow’s insistence that it will not 
comply. 

Andrei Lugovoi is wanted in 
the killing of Alexander Litvinen- 
ko, a former KGB agent poisoned 
last year with the radioactive sub- 
stance polonium-210 after meeting 
Lugovoi and two other Russian men 
at a London hotel. 

“An extradition request will be 
drawn up and it will be forwarded 
to the Russian government by our 
embassy in Moscow,” a Foreign 
Office spokesman said on condi- 
tion of anonymity in line with gov- 
ernment policy. (AP)

Bird Flu Samples Not Easily Shared 


Poorer countries fear 
drug companies will 
make a pricey vaccine 

GENEVA I U.N. health officials 
Wednesday welcomed a tentative 
agreement to share bird flu virus 
samples, but said only time would 
tell how it would actually work. 

The preliminary deal reached 
Tuesday at the World Health Assem- 
bly after months of debate and strong 
opposition from developing coun- 
tries outlines in broad terms how 
governments will work together to 
combat the threat of bird flu. 

But its implementation is volun- 
tary, and exceptions are possible. 

“If countries wish to make 
exceptions, they will make excep- 
tions,” said Dr. David Heymann, 
the World Health Organization’s

top bird flu official. 

Indonesia stopped sharing virus 
samples with the international com- 
munity last year, despite being the 
nation hardest-hit by H5N1. The 
country recently sent virus samples 
to a WHO -accredited laboratory 
in Japan after assurances that they 
would not be passed on to private 
pharmaceutical companies with- 
out its permission. 

A number of developing coun- 
tries, led by Indonesia, argue that 
the existing system of unconditional 
sample sharing puts poorer nations 
at a disadvantage because they are 
unable to afford commercial vac- 
cines. The interim deal reached in 
Geneva this week also urges WHO 
to negotiate with companies devel- 
oping vaccines to set aside reserves 
for poor countries in case of a pan- 
demic.

Amnesty Takes 
U.S. to Task 
In Rights Report 

LONDON I In its fight against ter- 
rorism, the U.S. has eroded rights 
worldwide. Amnesty International 
said Wednesday. 

In its annual report, the London- 
based rights group said politicians 
around the world — from Austra- 
lia to Sudan — were taking advan- 
tage of shortsighted U.S. leadership 
in a fight against global terrorism 
that had sacrificed individual lib- 
erties. In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Tom Casey said 
Amnesty’s time would have been 
better spent helping Iraq deal with 
past rights abuses. 

Last year’s Amnesty report 
offered similar criticism of the 
U.S., saying the country’s pursuit 
of security had undermined human 
rights.

D.C. Fire Chief Dennis L. Rubin said 
today that he believes up to 14 per- 
cent of the city’s fire hydrants don’t 
work and that another 15 percent 
require immediate repair.

Mother escapes jail 
time after fleeing 
with daughter in 1993 

WASHINGTON | A mother accused 
of spiriting her daughter away to 
Delaware 14 years ago in one of the 
nation’s longest-running missing 
child cases was acquitted Wednes- 
day of parental kidnapping. 

Mary Jane Byrd left Washington 
in 1993 with her then 4 -year- old 
child, Marilyn, during a bitter cus- 
tody dispute with the girl’s father, 
Carl Dodd. Byrd said during the 
trial that she fled to escape years 
of physical abuse from Dodd, who 
denied ever harming her. 

Dodd, of Fort Washington, Md., 
had searched for his daughter since 
she and Byrd left the Washington 
area. U.S. Marshals arrested Byrd at 
her mother’s house in Wilmington, 
Del., on April 2, 2006, Marilyn’s 
17th birthday. Byrd could have been 
sentenced to a year in prison if con- 
victed of parental kidnapping. 

Standing outside the courthouse 
as Byrd walked past, Dodd said the 
jury was likely swayed by the alle- 
gations of abuse, which he claimed 
were false. 

“The jury believed all the lies 
Mary told,” he said. “She still has 
to answer to the man upstairs about 
the lies she told.” (ap)

FAA plans to expand 
use of new air traffic 
strategy to curb delays 

WAS H I N GTO N I With a record num- 
ber of flights expected this sum- 
mer, the Federal Aviation Admin- 
istration said Wednesday it would 
expand the use of an air traffic con- 
trol strategy intended to minimize 
weather-related delays. 

The agency’s “airspace flow pro- 
gram” allows airlines to choose 
between flying longer routes to 
avoid stormy weather or accept- 
ing delays that are aggravating for 
fliers and costly for the industry. 

“If your flight isn’t scheduled 
to fly through bad weather, you 
don’t have to sit on the tarmac,” 
FAA Administrator Marion Blakey

said in a prepared statement. “If 
it is [affected by bad weather], 
your airline has the choice of tak- 
ing a delay ... or flying around the 
storm.” 

The program was introduced last 
year in seven high-traffic, air- trav- 
el regions in the Northeast, reduc- 
ing delays due to bad weather by 9 


percent, the FAA said. This sum- 
mer the program will be used in a 
total of 18 regions, including parts 
of the South and Midwest. 

The FAA, which developed the 
program with input from indus- 
try representatives, estimated the 
program will save $100 million per 
year in reduced costs for airlines 
and the public. 

However, the National Air 
Traffic Controllers Association, 
the union that represents air con- 
trollers, says a shortage of air traf- 
fic controllers will make summer 
delays inevitable. 

“You’ve got [to] have more con- 
trollers,” said Doug Church, spokes- 
man for the controllers union, which 
is seeking to restart negotiations on 
a new contract. “They’re going to be

CHAMPIONS LEAGUE | AC Milan 
made sure there was no Liverpool 
comeback this time. 

Filippo Inzaghi scored two goals 
and Milan did it by the book to win 
European soccer’s biggest prize for 
the seventh time Wednesday, beat- 
ing Liverpool 2-1 in the Champions 
League final. 

It was a repeat meeting of their 
2005 final, when Milan tossed away 
a 3-0 halftime lead to lose on pen- 
alties after a 3-3 draw that become 
one of the greatest finals in the com- 
petition’s 52 -year history. 

This one didn’t really get out of 
second gear. 

Inzaghi deflected in a free kick 
by Andrea Pirlo in the final min- 
ute of the first half and ran clear 
to shoot past Liverpool goalkeeper 
Pepe Reina in the 82nd. Although 
Dirk Kuyt replied for Liverpool with 
a minute to go, this time there was 


to be no extra time and no penalty 
shootout. 

“It’s the complete opposite,” said 
Liverpool captain Steven Gerrard, 
whose goal began the comeback in 
Istanbul two years ago. “You’ve got 
to take it on the chin, move on and 
try to pick yourself up, but at the 


moment it’s heartbreaking. We 
gave everything, but it wasn’t to 
be tonight.” 

Milan moved within two of 
Real Madrid’s all-time record 
of nine European Cup triumphs 
while Liverpool stays with five.

Joel and Ethan Coen 
earn raves for their 
return to the dark side 

FILM I At a hotel beside the sun- 
dappled Mediterranean, the Coen 
brothers are recalling a harsh world 
of dust, drugs and death. 

The siblings’ latest film, “No Coun- 
try for Old Men,” is a tale of murder 
that has impressed audiences and 
critics at Cannes Film Festival. At 
its center is an aging sheriff (Tommy 
Lee Jones) trying to catch a killer and 
make sense of a world in which vio- 
lence seems to have no end. 

“It’s about his character con- 
fronting a violent, horrible, bleak, 
unforgiving world, and trying to 
come to terms with that,” said a 
cheerful Ethan Coen, who wrote, 
produced and directed the film with 
elder brother Joel. 

The brothers — who won the 
Palme d’Or in 1991 for “Barton 
Fink” — are known for such stylish 
films as “Fargo” and “The Big Leb- 
owski” that mix violence with dead- 
pan humor. Their last two pictures 
have been lighter fare: “Intolerable 
Cruelty” and “The Ladykillers.” 

The brothers’ darker side is back 
with a vengeance in “No Country,” 


which harkens back in tone and a 
Texas setting to their first film, the 
noir thriller “Blood Simple.” 

Set in 1980 and adapted from a 
novel by Pulitzer Prize-winning writ- 
er Cormac McCarthy (“The Road”), 
the movie begins on typical thriller 
terrain. Vietnam vet Llewelyn Moss 
(Josh Brolin) stumbles across the 
aftermath of a drug-gang shoot- 
out. Amid the bodies lies a brief- 
case containing $2 million in cash, 
which Llewelyn takes home to wife 
Carla Jean (Kelly Macdonald). In 
hot pursuit comes Anton Chigurh, 
an enigmatic, implacable killer — a 
terrifying, deadpan performance by 
Javier Bardem — who is determined 
to get the money back. 

So far, so conventional. But the 
story soon veers in unexpected 
directions. Joel Coen acknowledges 
the filmmakers had to walk “a deli- 
cate line” with moviegoers. 

“They’re expecting certain things 
from a certain kind of story,” he said. 
“But those things could end up being 
boring and routine.” 

He said the brothers’ goal was to 
deliver “something which you hope is 
equally satisfying but is not necessarily 
what they expected. If it’s unexpected, 
it can be more entertaining or more

American families are 
shrinking. So why are 
homes getting so big? 

McMansions are sprouting in 
the suburbs of Washington and 
Atlanta, in southern Connecticut 
and out West in Utah as an appe- 
tite for bigger homes just keeps on 
growing. 

One in five American hous- 
es had at least four bedrooms in 
2005. That’s up from one in six 
in 1990, despite shrinking fami- 
lies and increasing costs for con- 
struction and energy. 

Houses with five or more bed- 
rooms were the fastest-growing 
type in that time, adding to the 
nation’s consumption of resourc- 
es and reputation for excess. 

“In this country, bigger is bet- 
ter,” said Gopal Ahluwalia, vice 
president of economic research 
at the National Association of 
Home Builders. “This is true for 
houses, and this is true for auto- 
mobiles.” 

Utah leads the nation with near- 
ly 40 percent of homes having at 
least four bedrooms, according 
to a report Tuesday by the Cen- 
sus Bureau. Demand is high in 
part because Utah has more peo- 
ple per household (3.07) than any 
other state. 

Evan and Valerie Astle are hav- 
ing a 5,700 square -foot house built 
in a new subdivision near Ogden, 
Utah, because they want more 
space for their three teenagers. 
They have been renting a storage 
unit while living in their old, 2,100 
square-foot home. 

That won’t be a problem in the 
new house, which has four big 
bedrooms, 3 1/2 bathrooms and 
a three- car garage. 

“Our kids have more stuff They 
need more living space,” said Val- 
erie Astle, a grade -school teacher.

Utah was followed 
by Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, Colorado and k 
Minnesota. Arkan- 
sas had the small- 
est share, at 12.6 
percent. 

In much of the country, the 
growth in big houses is fueled by 
suburban homebuyers seeking lux- 
ury, rather than big families need- 
ing space, Ahluwalia said. 

“They are buying for lifestyle,” 
he said. 

Nationally, the average house- 
hold size has shrunk slightly since 
1990, to about 2.6 people. Mean- 
while, the average new house grew 
by nearly 400 square feet, to 2,434 
square feet. 

“You cannot sell a new home 
today with V /2 bathrooms,” Ahlu- 
walia said. “Even if only two people 
are in the house, they still want 2 
34 to three bathrooms.”

Dale Mattison, 
a real estate broker in the Wash- 
ington area, said smaller families 
are getting creative with all those 
extra rooms. One option: his and 
her offices. 

Some bedrooms are converted 
into dens, but many big houses 
already have those, Mattison said. 
They also have media rooms, which 
used to be called TV rooms back 
when there were fewer electronic 
devices to choose from. 

Homes in the United States are 
much bigger than they are in other 
countries, according to figures com- 
piled by the United Nations.

American homes, on average, 
are nearly twice as large as those in 
many European countries, includ- 
ing Britain, France and Germany. 
Only Luxembourg comes close 


among European nations, with 
average homes about three-quar- 
ters the size of those in the Unit- 
ed States. 

U.S. homes are also becoming 
more expensive. The median home 
value jumped more than 40 per- 
cent from 1990 to 2005, to about 
$167,500. 

Most big homes in the U.S. are 
going up in the suburbs, contrib- 
uting to sprawl and congestion, 
said Vicky Markham, director of 
the Center for Environment and 
Population. 

The Washington metro area fits 
the national trend. About a third 
of all homes in the region have at 
least four bedrooms. In the city of 
Washington, only 12 percent of the 
homes are that big. 

All those big suburban houses 
require more land, more materials 
to build and more energy to heat 
and cool, Markham said 

“Excess is a matter of how 
each person views their own life,” 
Markham said. But, she added, 
“Each person today is taking up 
more resources, more land, more 
energy than generations before.”

Hersheypark marks 
100 years of fun with 
new park attractions 

Chocolate magnate Milton S. Her- 
shey wasn’t all work and no play. 

Hershey’s vision for the company 
town he built also included “picnic 
and pleasure grounds” for employ- 
ees and their families to enjoy in 
their free time. In his master plan, 
he set aside 150 acres of wooded 
farmland for recreation across the 
tracks from the chocolate factory 
he started building in 1903. 

On April 24,1907, he presided 
over the dedication of Hershey Park, 
an open park that featured picnic 
tables and benches, an athletic field, 
a winding creek that was dammed 
to create a small lake for boating or 
canoeing, and slides and swingsets 
for children. 

In the 100 years since, the park 
now known as Hersheypark has 
evolved into a full-scale theme park

with more than 60 rides and attrac- 
tions, including 10 roller coasters 
and six water rides. But its mis- 
sion of giving families a respite 
from their daily cares remains the 
same, said Frank J. O’Connell, the 
park’s general manager. 

“Our company is in the business 
of making memories that last a life- 
time,” O’Connell said. “That is a lot 
about what this 100th anniversa- 
ry celebration is — the memories. 


how the park has grown over the 
years.” 

The marquee event of this year’s 
celebration is the May 26 opening 


of the Boardwalk at Hersheyp- 
ark, a $21 million expansion that 
combines three existing water 
rides with five new water-themed 


attractions. 

The Boardwalk’s centerpiece 
is the East Coast Waterworks, a 
70 -foot tall steel waterplay struc- 
ture billed as the world’s largest. It 
uses more than 54,000 gallons of 
water and features seven slides, two 
crawl tunnels and two large tipping 
buckets at the top that send water 
cascading onto bathers below. 

“It almost feels like a Coney 
Island out there,” O’Connell said. 

Throughout the park, tamer kid- 
die rides are clustered with more 
adrenaline -pumping fare. 

“It’s not like you have to send 
one half of the family to one side 
of the park and one half to the 
other side of the park,” said Scott 
Silar, a ride operations supervisor. 
“They can work their way through 
it together.” 

Fred Smith, 73, a season-pass 
holder from State College, was 
one of a few adults who took in the 
park amid several school groups on 
a recent Friday afternoon. Smith, 
who took some time to rest by the 
park’s carrousel after riding some 
roller coasters with his wife, said 
he has fond memories of visits he 
has made as a young boy, a father 
and a grandfather. 

“It’s about four times as big as 
it was,” said Smith, who first vis- 
ited when he was about 10 years 
old. “It’s the cleanest park I’ve ever

“Swimming is something best 
learned in a pond, splash by splash.” 

Without necessarily realizing it, 
Charlotte, an inquisitive African 
princess, takes her own advice to 
heart. In the African Continuum 
Theatre’s production of Ed Shock- 
ley’s “The Oracle,” she learns about 
life in the most direct possible way: 
by traveling around the world and 
even through it. 

The Atlas Performing Arts Cen- 
ter features talking trees, wooden 
masks and a cave, but the play’s 
real star is young Charlotte, por- 


trayed by grown-up actress Erika 
Rose. When the precocious young 
heroine’s father responds vaguely 
to her question —who died and 


made YOU king? — she sets out 
for a better answer. 

She encounters a cave woman 
(Jewell Robinson) whose appear- 


ances in many other forms foretell 
her even greater role. Every answer 
she provides Charlotte comes with 
another mystery. 

Charlotte’s journey takes a dark 
turn when she is captured and sent 
on a slave ship to America, where 
she is sold to a charismatic preacher. 
She escapes and travels to the land 
of the dead and then back home. 

“The Oracle” should appeal to 
both curious youngsters and their 
parents. Young children may not 
appreciate the play’s deeper themes, 
but they’ll enjoy its charming pro- 
tagonist, as well as the puppet- 
ry performed by Erica Lauren 
McLaughlin and Alex Perez.

Sad songs say so much 
in the transcendent 
Irish movie ‘Once’ 

F I L M I Once I get that record deal . . . 
Once I finally meet her . . . Once I pay 
the landlord ... so go the big dreams 
that underlie “Once ” a character- 
istically Irish story of love, longing 
and sad songs by filmmaker John 
Carney that opens Friday. 

Except maybe it’s not Irish so 
much as human. 

When a Dublin busker meets 
a Czech immigrant, the whole of 
their hopes becomes greater than 
the sum of the parts. Music — and 
halting romance — ensues. 


The exquisite music is by Glen 
Hansard, leader of the underappre- 
ciated band the Frames. Carney also 
tapped Hansard to play the male 
lead alongside his real-life musical 
collaborator, Marketa Irglova. 

“I was fantasizing,” said Car- 
ney of Irglova’s character. “To have 
a romance on an artistic level but 
not actually touch her, to be able to 
tell my girlfriend about this moti- 
vating character. She’s the girl every 
guy wants to meet, in a way — that 
you fancy but you have respect for, 
and she stops you from making a 
fool of yourself.” 

In the film, both leads have 
tangled, distant relationships with 
other loves. But the title plays off the

idea that you don’t meet that ideal 
someone twice. 

Which applies to the film’s back- 
story as well. Carney and Hansard 
first intersected in 1991 when Car- 
ney did a stint as the Frames’ bass- 
ist. Now the directorial roles have 
reversed. “Everything in this film 
has been a series of coincidences,” 
Carney said. “I asked him to write 


the songs before I asked him to be 
in it. I had no intention of cast- 
ing him. But I wanted to make it 
real. And he sings the songs in an 
authentic way.” 

Unlike a traditional musical, the 
songs are organically woven into the 
storyline. What begins as a street 
flirtation turns transcendent once 
the two leads shanghai a piano in 


a local music store. “That’s like 
the sex scene in the film, in away,” 
said Carney. It’s the sort of magic 
moment that once elevated classic 
MGM musicals, bob massey

The main event happens Sun- 
day at the Washington Convention 
Center from noon to 6 p.m. and 
will feature more than 100 ven- 
dors, an “American IdoF’-inspired 
talent fundraiser/competition and 
a performance by R&B chanteuse 
Monica. 

Later that night, R&B legend

and gay icon Patti Labelle will 
show her continued support with 
a performance at Club Love. 

While many metropolitan cities 
host black gay pride festivals now, 
D.C.’s was the first. Welmore Cook, 
Theodore Kirkland and Ernest Hop- 
kins started the event 16 years ago. 


following a 25 -year- old Memorial 
Day celebration called the Chil- 
dren’s Hour at the now- defunct 
Club House. Once the club shut its 
doors, the trio took action. 

“They were concerned that there 
was not a gathering place for the 
large number of gay, lesbian [and] 
transgender African-Americans 
who came to Washington, D.C.,” 
said Ray Daniels, D.C. Black Gay 
Pride’s vice president and com- 
munications director. “They were 
equally concerned about the AIDS 
and HIV infection rate.” 

Although there’s a focus on the 
African-American gay communi- 
ty, D.C. Black Gay Pride is not an 
exclusionary affair. 

“The event is open to every- 
one,” Daniels said. “We have a lot 
of non-blacks who come every year.”

Roses & 
Rappers 


The hip-hop 
group Livesavas 
blossomed straight 

MUSIC I The rap game is a pretty 
established scene these days: Get 
respect in hometown, make connec- 
tions, be thrown on tracks of more 
famous mega- stars, make albums 
full of songs shooting to be the next 
club single — if one hits, be a mega- 
star yourself. 

Then there’s Livesavas. Instead 
of trying to craft the next MTV hit, 
the hip-hop duo created a made-up 
soundtrack for a fictional ’70s blax- 
ploitation flick called “Gutterfly.” 
Instead of rapping about the urban 


decay of, say, Compton or Harlem, 
Livesavas created a place called 
Razorblade City, inspired by the 
duo’s hometown of Portland. 

Portland? The City of Roses? 

“When you tell people you’re 
from Portland, you immediately 
get less credibility,” said Vursatyl, 
who formed the group four years ago 
with basketball buddy Jumbo the 
Garbageman. “There are definitely 
parts of Portland that I wouldn’t tell 
anybody to go to. Anyplace you look 
for trouble, in any city in any part 
of the world, you’ll find it.” 

“Gutterfly” features raps on vio- 
lence, racism, corrupt politics and 
gangs, but they’re done in character: 
Bumpy Johnson and Sleepy Floyd,

who battle to escape the ruthless 
streets of Razorblade City. It’s a 
more metaphorical way to tackle 
these issues but no less effective. 
“The movie and the concept of the 
story really just invited us to get into 
character and use those characters as 
a vehicle to deal with certain subjects 
that we might not have been expect- 
ed to deal with,” Vursatyl said. 


In an age in which hip -hoppers 
rap about problems in run-down 
urban ghettos of modern society, 
it seems odd Livesavas would use 
the backdrop of a blaxploitation 
movie to delve into the troubles that 
plague today’s inner cities. But the 
group says “Gutterfly” pulls from 
the hero aspect of those movies, 
drawing on characters who beat 


the system and escape bad situa- 
tions all on their own. 

“These guys became icons in our 
community,” Vursatyl said, “and we 
want to give a positive nod to that 
movement.” chris mincher

Behind the Maps Mask 


Saul Steinberg’s art 
shows his discomfort 
with modernity 

M u S E u M S I Saul Steinberg is respon- 
sible for one of the most famous, 
most ripped-off cartoons ever 
published. 

His “View of the World From 9th 
Avenue” appeared on the cover of 
the March 29, 197b, issue of the 
New Yorker — and started show- 
ing up in piracy and parody soon 
after that. Especially if you lived 
within spitting distance of the Big 
Apple, you couldn’t escape the beach 
towels, tote bags and posters that 
advertised the kind of cosmopoli- 
tan provincialism a Manhattanite 
could take pride in — and everyone 
else could aspire to. 

Although Steinberg was undeni- 
ably facile and clever, his wit often 
constituted a mask he hid behind. 
Perhaps more revealing than the 
artist would have liked, “Saul Stein- 
berg: Illuminations” and its catalog

get us as close to the man as we’re 
likely to come. 

Exiled from Europe by fas- 
cism, Steinberg maintained a fas- 
cination with maps and the obdu- 
rate ways they resist making sense. 
One drawing pictures a geographic 
seesaw. Teetering on one side are the 
stacked square mileages of Swit- 
zerland, New Jersey, Sicily and the 


boot of Italy, Holland, Lake Titicaca, 
Albania and assorted islands. Bal- 
ancing them all is the unyielding 
blocklike mass of Wyoming. 

It encapsulates what Steinberg 
did best: artfully crying uncle in the 
face of cultural absurdity. 

Steinberg played his cards 
so close to his vest that it wasn’t 
always easy to tell where his sym- 
pathies lay. 

But “Abstinentia, Pietas, Sapien- 
tia, Dignitas” makes it clear that he 
is not with the allegorized figures 
of abstinence, piety, wisdom and 
dignity that bracket some nameless 
maritime disaster. He is with the 
antlike blobs pulling each other to 
the safety of a bare -masted ship. 

It was an illustration for an arti- 
cle about Alcoholics Anonymous.

A Sound Experience 


Percussionist Z’EV 
bangs, beats & brings 
the harmonic noise 

M U S I C I The sound artist known as 
Z’EV beats, scrapes and manipulates 
large metal objects to create aston- 
ishing sonic phenomena. But don’t 


call his work “experimental.” 

“I’m not a big fan of either exper- 
imental or noise music,” said Z’EV 
(born Stefan Weisser). 

“A lot of experimental musicians 
feel it’s totally OK to experiment 
onstage. As far as I’m concerned, 
you should experiment at home, but 
when an audience pays, you should 


deliver a result.” 

For some, seeing “Stomp” on 
Broadway feels terribly naughty 
and adventurous. But a guy beating 
a trash can is to Z’EV what Kenny 
G. is to Coltrane. That is, transpar- 
ent versus transcendent. 

A Z’EV performance clearly 
reveals a master at work — the 


product of four decades of explo- 
ration. It’s a sound rooted in jazz 
and concrete poetry, liberated by 
punk and industrial and embraced 
by the fringes of improv and elec- 
tronica. Yet, “the music I’m play- 
ing now is extremely simple and 
direct,” said Z’EV. “People get it 
immediately. Nothing arty-farty 


about it at all. No harsh abrasive 
sounds. It’s all totally rich har- 
monic sounds.” 

Z’EV uses an enormous march- 
ing band bass drum, a steel box, 
two long titanium tubes, a large 
metal ring and a sheet of stainless 
steel stolen from a tanker truck. All 
strategically dented to create har- 
monic overtones. 

“It’s percussion-based music,” 
Z’EV said, “but the instruments 
generate acoustic phenomena, so 
the audience hears sounds they 
normally associate with electronic 
music. They’ll be wondering where 
the mics and speakers are. But I 
don’t use any mics or speakers.” 

And it’s not a solo show. “It’s 
a quintet. It’s me and three other 
elements” — the instruments, the 
physical space and the audience’s 
responsive energy — “that I’m feel- 
ing and listening to in the same way 
as if I was in a band. Change any 
one of those three, and the music 
will be different.” 

So your average “Stomp” fan will 
get it? “The most common response 
I get after twenty- some shows on 
this tour,” says Z’EV, “is that it’s the 
most amazing thing they ever saw.”

Wolfgang Tillmans’

M U S E u M S I Describing the work of 
German artist Wolfgang Tillmans 
is not easy. He’s primarily a photog- 
rapher. Except for the installations.

around, there is a glimpse of what 
you’ve seen.

Even though it is this flow from

like about how this turned out. So 
as a whole, it’s a sort of a 45 -min- 
ute walk-through — it’s one jour- 
ney — but within the rooms, you 
could take each room as a show 
on its own. 

Does each room have a theme? 

Yes and no. There is, for exam- 
ple, one room with only paper 
and photographic paper, folded 
over and hanging, which are very 
poetic, and then there is the Truth 
Studies Center room, a room about 
conflicting ideas of truth and the 
problems we ended up with 
today with men claiming truth.

Finding a Wine 


A vino novice? Two 
local restaurants will 
show you the ropes 

EDUCATION I Walk into some wine 
stores and you’re bound to see Rob- 
ert Parker ratings displayed promi- 
nently next to prestigious bottles, 
esteemed labels, or good values. But 
for some, following his recommen- 
dations is like embracing “Consum- 
er Reports” appliance ratings. It’s 
cryptic for a novice and maybe even 
a little too wonky. 

So, how does a customer choose 
a bottle of wine? Is it as subjective 
as choosing what he likes, or does 
it require a decoding from a master 
sommelier who has taken the indus- 
try’s equivalent of the bar exam? 
When customers are faced with a 
labyrinth of wine selections, be it 
at a store or a restaurant, choosing 
wine outside of what’s familiar can 
become daunting, with or without 
Parker’s guidance. 

Two District restaurants — 
Cleveland Park’s Dino and down- 
town’s Vidalia — have established 
nights and happy hours to educate 
customers in a manner that’s free of 
ratings, wine lists and pretension. 


“We’re very active in the Rob- 
ert Parker crowd,” said Dean Gold, 
owner of Dino. “While it’s really 
helpful in terms of wine educa- 
tion, there’s an athletic, competi- 
tive mind- set that it fosters. That 
can be intimidating for some peo-

pie. And that’s not necessarily what 
wine is about,” he said. 

To demystify Italian wines 
in particular, Dino started Wine 
Wednesdays, during which custom- 
ers can try three different selections 
that might not be on their radar oth- 
erwise. For $25, testers can sample 
the evening’s trio of wines and three 
small plates. 

Next week, it’s Rosato and light 


reds — dry, but fruity reds with 
strawberry and cherry accents. 
These are paired with roasted 
pork, a grilled seasonal vegetable 
and a cheese plate. 

Next week, it’s a Lambrusco trio. 
“These are nothing like what people 
are used to,” said Gold. 

Vidalia has been the pioneer 
of the city’s wine education happy 
hours, during which sommelier 
Doug Mohr offers 20 of his favor- 
ite wines from around the world for 
under $7 a glass. On Tuesdays, he 
pours a complimentary selection of 
three that share the tie of region 
or grape. 

Situated at the center table at the 
bar area, Mohr is on hand to talk 
about the selections and answer 
questions. In addition, he has orga- 
nized wines on the list in categories 
such as “Pinot Noir Plus,” “Germa- 
ny and Austria: They’re not just for 
Riesling anymore! ” and “Four from 
France,” all of which are available 
in flights of four for between $25
